Pekin, Sept, 12—According to an 
imperial edict issued today, the ring- 
leaders in the disorders in Sze Chuen 
province intend to proclaim their in- 
dependence, As a consequence the 
Chinese government has ordered the 
vice-roy to destroy the rebels to the 
lgst man, The government, however, | 
has instructed the vice-roy to dis- 
tinguish between the inisguided and 
the actual rebels in imposing punish- 
ment. 

The possibility of serious results in 
Sze Chuan is considered grave, if 
the rebellicn is not promptly suppres- 
sed it is likely to spread to uther pro- |

Paris, Sept. 13.—Under the guidance 
of M. Delcasse, France {s to make a 
spirited bid to regain ‘her lost place as 
second naval power of the world, ‘ 

The Parliamentary Commission 
which was appointed some time ago 
to suggest a scheme for the increas. 
ing of the French navy has just con- 
cluded its report, which will be suo. 
mitted to the chamber of deputies at 
its reassembling. : 

The reporter of this commission (M. 
Nail, deputy for L’Orient), declares 
that France must regain the naval po- 
sition which she has lost. It is neces. 
sary, he says, not only for the protec- 
tion of her commerce, but also for the 
maintenance of the peace of the world, 
In the actual state of affairs in Bu. 
rope, France is compelled to pay two 
insurance premiums against war — 
she must keep up a well-organized | 
army and also a powerful fleet. 

The pfopaganda of the pacifists 
shows the honors of war, but, unfor. 
tunately, the time has not yet arrived 
when international conflicts can be 
settled by The Hague Court of Arbi- 
tration, and without the sound of rifle 
and cannon. France, adds the reporter 
of the commission, will await the 
dawn of the era, of universal peace, 
without, however, neglecting her ob- 
vious duty in the exigencies of na- 
tional defense, 

The commission urges the construc. 
tion of sixteen new battleships, twen. 
ty torpedo craft and fifty submarines 
of various tonnages. The cost of this 
new fleet will work out at about $300. 
000,000 and by 1920 all of the new 
vessels will have been constructed, 
and the effective fighting division of 
the French navy will then comprise 
twenty-eight battleships of the latest 


type.

PROVINCIAL GOVBRNMENT REGULATIONS SUBMITTED TO RAI 
WAY COMMISSIONERS TO PROTEC SMALL SHIPPER—RAN. 

WAYS FIGHTING THEM STRENUOUSLY SPECIAL COM. 
MISSIONER TO TAKE EVIDENCE. 


The regulations issued by the pr:- 
vincial department of agricuitute, and | 
approved vy the atiurney yenvral’s de- 
partment, governing the raies to re 
charged by the radways for the ship 
ment of live stock and other matte.s 
affecting the interests of the ship- 
pers, have been submitted to the a,i- 
way commissioners for appreaval, | 
Kvery. railway is fighting them tooth 
and inatl, even to the commas in ttié 
draft of the reguiations,.The idea yf 
the regulations is to protect the emai, 
shipper Of live stock, and certain'y 
the regulations appear to do this. Tha, 
were presehted to the bourd of rail- 
way commissioners by W. F. Stevens, 
provincial live stock commisisoner, 

The railway commisisoner decided 
to give the railways thirty days = in 
which to file their objections ta the 
introduction of the regulations, Frank 
Ford, K.C., has been appointed. a com- 
missioner to go through the province 
to secure evidence from the live stock 
shippers as to the need of such pro- 
tective regulations. This evidence will 
be submitted to the railway commis- 
sicners, who will then reach a des 
cision on the matter. 

The proposed regulations ‘ire as fol- 


lows:— 


Interpretation, 
1. In these regulations unless the 
context otherwise requites; 

(a) “Agent” referring to a sta- 
tion agent, shall mean any railway 
etation agent.

29. Cars shall be spotted or plac- 
ed for unloading by the company in 
the order of the arrival of the trains 
in which they Were included and in 
the order of their position in such 
trains beginning at either the front 
or the rear end. 

30. After arrival at point of des- 
tination live stock shall not be moved 
from the stockyard until the freight 
is paid, but this shall not apply to 
abattoirs or companies having ape- 
cial arrangement for unloading before 
the freight is ‘adjusted. 

Stock Trains. 

31, Any train containing ten or 
more cars of live stock shall have 
precedence over all other traing ex- 
cepting passenger or mail trains. 

32. Cars containing live stock shall 
not be included in a way freight be- 
yond the first divisional point after 
they -were picked up, unless there are 
no through freight trains © running 
over sald line or unless they are con- 
signed to a point in the next succeed- 
ing division of said railway. 

33 Cars containing live stock shall 
not be included in a ballast train 
without the written consent of the 
shipper or attendant, 

Transportation of Auendants, 

34. It shall be the duty of the rail- 


Way company to provide suitable and 
proper accommodation for the at- 
tendants on live stock on the same 


train in which said live stock is haul- 
ed and such accommodation shal! he 
open to and available for all atten- 
dants on live stock in any train, as 
soon as such train Is made up, 
Prosecutions and Penalities. 

35. Any person, co-partnership, 
company or corporation who shall 
violate section “6" hereof shall for 
every car taken or used ‘in contraven- 
tion of the said section be liable on 
summary conviction before a_ police 
magistrate or two justices of the 
peace to a penalty of not less ‘han 
$10.00 nor more than 50.00 and 
costs for every euch ‘car so taken. 

36. Any person,  co-partnership, 
company or corporation who shall 
Violate any of the provisions of sec- 
tions 9, 10 or 11, shall be dealt with 
and punished by the board of railway 
commissioners for Canada, 

37. Any person, co-partnership, 
company or corporation who shall 
Violate any of the provisions of those 
regulations, for which violation no 
Penalty is herein specifically provided, 
shall on summary conviction before 
a police magistrate or two justices 
of the peace, be lable to a fine of not 
fess than $5.00 nor more than $50.00 
and costa for ea#h offence 

38. No conviction, judgment or or- 
der in respect of any offence against 
these regulationg shall be removed by 
“certiorar!’ ‘or otherwise into any of 
His Majesty's Courts of Record, 

39. The imposition of any euch 
penalty shall not lessen or affect any 
other Hability which any company, 
co-partnership person or corporation 
may have Incurred,
